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DUNCAN — Another UFO 
reportedly visited Duncan and 
the eight-minute sighting Tues¬ 
day night was made by Mr. and 
Mrs. Vern Stanley-Jones of 
Hichards Trail, Duncan. 

Mr. Jones is president of th 
Cowichan-Chcmainus UFO Club 
and he has been an expert on 
UFOs for over a decade. 

It was a crisp clear night 
when Mr. and Mrs. Stanley- 
Jones left their business in 
downtown shortly before It p.m. 
to go home.

They drove along Trunk Road 
and turning onto Lakes Road 
Mrs. Stanley-Jones called out to 
her husband, “Oh, look at that.” 
Mr. Stanley-Jones said. "I im¬ 
mediately pulled to the side of 
the road, turned off the head¬ 
lights and shut off the motor. 
We got out of the car and we 
saw tills bright yellow-orange 
object at between 500 and 1,000 
feet above the ground.

“Fire-balls" ejected from an unidentified flying object, which 
hovered over the Maple Bay and Crofton area last week, could 
mark the return of the “beepers”, Vern Stanley-Jones, 
president of the Cowichan-Chcmainus UFO Club advocated 
Monday. 


Stanley-Jones, considered 
an expert on UFOs for more 
than a decade, mooted such a 
possibility after he, his wife 
and several other people in the 
area witnessed a large bright 
yellow-orange craft cruising 
over the area Tuesday night, 
Jan. 6. 

Many of the individual 
reports made to Stanley-Jones 
substantiated his theory — 
that the vehicle appeared to 
drop off a number of "fire 
balls or sparks" as it con¬ 
tinued on a northerly course 
from Genoa Bay towards 
Crofton.

After 12,618 entries, The Blue 
Book is dosed — an apparent indica¬ 
tion that the United Stales govern¬ 
ment has grown tired of cataloging 
and investigating that unexplained 
phenomenon, the Unidentified Flying- 
Object. 

Project Blue Book was the name 
given to the special department that 
investigated the so-called "flying 
saucers” and in its time found itself 
and the U.S. government involved 
in some of the most unusual contro¬ 
versies of the last decade, involving 
incidents of strange lights and radar 
sightings over Washington, D.C., 
sightings at Exeter, New Hampshire, 
and the famous “marsh gas” episode 
at Ann Arbor, Mich. 

Nothing was ever resolved. Pro¬ 
ject Blue Book was never able to pin 
UFO phenomena down as being atmo¬ 
spheric apparitions or anything else, 
and when the U.S. government an- 
, nounced recently that they were clos¬ 
ing the Blue Book for good, the mat¬ 
ter still remained up in the air in the 
minds of many -— including scores of 
journalists who have ground out a 
I continuous stream of "factual” paper- 
i back books over the last 20 years 


on UFO incidents. It’s chief rival 
and often antagonist, the National 
Investigations Committee of Aerial 
Phenomena — a private organization 
with headquarters in Washington — 
still maintains UFO’s are probably 
extra-terrestrial vehicles of some soft 
and shows no sign of closing off its 
investigations. 

Although little is known about it. 
it was revealed during a 1967 UFO 
sighting at Shag Harbor, N.S., that 
the RCAF had at that time a depart¬ 
ment charged with investigating 
UFOs.

A cult, of sorts has 
developed around the unknown, as 
most cults do, and certainly there has 
never been anything concrete releas¬ 
ed by any government on UFOs to 
reclassify them from unknown en¬

C |t/fo Give Up on UFOs! 

So the United States Air Force, after 22 
years of study, is giving up its investigation 
of UFOs — unidentified flying objects — or in 
popular parlance, "flying saucers”. 

Announcing its decision, the air force said 
it had found no threat to national security in 
the imagined presence of this phenomenon of 
outer space. 

- . ■ Meanwhile, the subject has been discussed 
in Boston by the American Association for the 
Advancement of Science. Among the skeptics 
present was Dr. J. Allen Hynek, Northwestern 
University astronomer, who said scientists of 
the 21st century would look back on UFOs as 
the greatest nonsense of the 20th century.’ 

Somehow we doubt if either the U.S. Air 
Force’s decision to end its study or the word 
of those who say it is a lot of boloney will 
convince the host of people all over the world 
who claim to have sighted UFOs, even talked 
with “crew members”, • and believe the 
authenticity of published photographs purport¬ 
ing to be UFOs, well as pictures of burned 
areas of earth where UFOs may have landed. 
And what about the reports of electrical 
interference: UFOs bringing autos to a halt 
and their presence striking fear in the hearts 
of both man and beast? Animals for instance 
have been reported as reacting in startled 
fashion to the apparent presence overhead of 
UFO 3 . And what about the Biblical references 
to phenomena similar to this kind of activity? 

. What does lead to a measure of skepticism 
among laymen is the fact that despite all the 
evidence no one Iras yet pinned clown one of 
the brutes, shot it down or whatever. It is all 
too inexact and inclines one to agree with Dr. 
Ilynck wlien he says: “I can’t walk around the 
block without seeing at least one and sometimes 
several of the basic stimuli that people have 
reported from time to time as a bona fide 
UFO”. 

Be that ns it may, as long as some element 
of mystery remains, controversy is bound to 
continue. Of the many books published 
on (he subject, one of lire most recent is 
Harmonic 3.2. Its author is Bruce Cratliio, a 
pilot with the National Airways Corporation 
of New Zealand, and he claims half-a-dozen 
UFO sightings. 

An analysis of these and other confirmed 
sightings led him to the discovery that they 
occurred in a regular pattern that conformed 
to a systematic g/icl pattern. Further research, 
he claims, proved that this grid was part of a 
Wi'iildv,uu: grid and that UFO sightings arc 
inlei'-rclatfd with other natural but hitherto 
unexplained phenomena.

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Oklahomans were given a 
comprehensive one-hour lec¬ 
ture on alien recognition Sat¬ 
urday night by the head of an 
international UFO charting 
organization. 

Hayden Hewes, founder 
and director of the 10,000 
member International UFO 
bureau, classified three 
types of aliens described in 
300 landings across the 
world. The organization lias 
members in 37 foreign coun¬ 
tries. A 

Hewes said classification 
of alien types was done as 
part of a research program 
tied to an upcoming book, 
“but it has significantly 
increased the credibility 
of UFO landings.” 

He showed slides of more 
than 50 landings and pointed 
out the alien occupants and 
their similarities with other 
slides taken in other parts 
of the world. 
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Hewes said the abandon¬ 
ment of the Air Force UFO 
bureau at Wright-Patterson 
AFB, Ohio, was a disappoint¬ 
ment, “but I believe they 
really still have people 
working with UFOs. They 
would have to if they want 
to insure the security of 
the country.” 

He indicated that the Uni¬ 
versity of Colorado com¬ 
mittee which examined UFO 
[information was little more 
[than “government white¬ 
wash.” 

Vlewes says he always tries „ 
to present evidence of the 
existence of UFOs and both 
sides of the question both in 
I his lectures and ihe organiza- 
I tion’s monthly magazine, “to 
let the audience make up their 
own mind.” , 

Hewes said the $513,000 
Colorado committee actual- , 
| ly added credibility to the 
belief that UFOs do exist, 
though they are not neces¬ 
sarily from outside forces.* 

“It is unfortunate that the 
government drew an invalid 
conclusion from their re¬ 
search,” he added. 

Hewes invites public part¬ 
icipation in his organiza¬ 
tion’s work through the New 
Age Center in Oklahoma 
City.

WASHINGTON — (AP) — The National Aeronautics 
and Space Administration said yesterday it will try for 
the first time next year to place two spacecraft in orbit 
around the planet Mars. . 

The mission goals require that the Mariner space¬ 
craft continue to send back data for about tluee months, 

while orbiting the planet. 

This period will allow enough time for the 2,200- 
pound spacecraft, equipped with television cameras and 
other experiments, to study about 70 per cent of the 
planet’s surface from an altitude of about 1,000 miles, 
and also to observe selected areas as they appear to 
change with the Martian seasons.

LOS ANGELES - (UPI) - A tiny vial 
of “moon gravel” brought back by the 
Apollo 11 astronauts was stolen from a 
display at a fund-raising dinner Saturday 
night and the Federal Bureau of Investiga¬ 
tion was asked to enter the case yesterday. 

The two-inch-long glass tube containing 
2 3 grams of the grayish moon substance 
disappeared from a pedestal at Bullock’s 
Department Store while hundreds of guests 
were enjoying a ?100-a-plate buffet on a 
floor below. 

The sample had been loaned to the Saul 
Winstein and Dohcny Eye Foundations by 
tlie Institute of Geophysics at the Univers¬ 
ity of California in Los Angeles, where it 
was being studied by Dr. George Wcnthrrill 
along with other portions assigned to 
scientists by the National Aeronautics and 
Space Administration. 

A NASA spokesman at the space renter 
in Houston said public display of lunar 
material must lie cleared through the 
agency and that their records did not jn- 
dicale such a request had I wen made.
